This tailoring and gentlemen’s_ outfittin 
business from modest beginnings steadily and 
rapidly expanded during recent years until the 
volume of turnover demanded not only 
extension, but complete reorganisation. 

Mr. W. J. Kelly took thw courageous step 
of demolishing the entire building, and, 
starting from the ground, has now the satis- 
faction of seeing his business displayed in 
one of the most up-to-date and attractive 
premises in the country. 

Speed is essential in a work of this nature, 
and Mr. Kelly is to be congratulated on the 
with which he carried out 
his duties as his own contractor, despite 
difficulties and delays caused 4 Sng numerous 
tariffs the building merchant to grapple 
with. 

Though not lacking in boldness, the new 
premises set an interesting example of how 
originality may be achieved without vulgar 
display or interference with the amenities of 
the adjoining buildings. 

The problem confronting the architect was 
by_no means an unconventional one.

note, but one wondered how this was to be 
done without discourtesy to the neighbouring 
fagades of the sunny side of Grafton street. 
Fortunately, the creator of the progressive 
business, popularly known as the House for 
Men, does not cling to the belief that the 
status of any shop is proportional to the size 
of its display, but rather to the selective quality 
of that display, and the decorative quality of 
its setting. As a background for the sale of 
men’s clothing, Messrs. Kelly’s new premises 
embody precisely the necessary components of 
distinction and discretion. 

The facade generally is in Ruabon rustice 
facing bricks, with stone cornice and copings. 
By continuing the cornice line of the neigh- 
bouring buildings into the new fagade on each 
side, and returning it upon itsel the initial 
difficulty of providing an extra floor in this 
building without disturbing the main cornice 
line of the street was overcome. Three 
slender round-headed bays carried up to the 
ie floor level provide the main fenestra- 
ion 

The entire ground and under-floors will be 
devoted to outfitting and clothing, and are 
pres ided with special lighting and ventilation. 

eparate access by staircase and lift to the 
upper floors render these unusually suitable 


for suites of offices, well lighted from front to | 


rear. 

There are in all four floors of a total space 
of 116,425 cubic feet. Each floor will make 
five fine rooms. Splendid arrangements for 


daylight, no matter how divided. Flooring 
in maple-wood. The first floor has plate-glass 
windows, and would make an ideal showroom. 
Ample lavatory accommodation is provided on 
each floor. 

The main structure internally is carried up 
by a novel process of steel and concrete, 
known as the Ogmensteel precess. It is in 
common use in other countries, where its 
chief advantage lies in ecenomy in time and 
material. By the use of Ler oangy in 
hospitals, schools, warehouses, ridges, etc., 
there is a saving of 55 per cent. in weight of 
steel as compared with a steel-framed build- 
ing encased in concrete for fire protection 
purposes.

There is still quite a lot of money out- 
standing; so, please do your best to let me 
have another good cheque this coming week, 
as [ am opening an account in another bank.’’ 

There was never any agreement, verbal or 
written, that he (Deegan) should get any 
percentage or share in this transaction. 

At the conclusion of Deegan’s statement, 
Sergeant O'Neill read a statement made to 
him by Mohan before arrest on July 19th, 
in the course of which Mohan stated that he 
knew Deegan, but did not know where he 
lived, and that he never got a cheque for 
£10 from Jack Woods. 

Mr. Cussen. refused informations against 
Patrick Woods, and he was discharged. The 
other defendants were remanded for a week.
